If so, can we 
avoid losing face? 


Coach Ernest Butterworth’s 
rugby team is moving right along 
despite heavy handicaps—the rug- 
gers practice on the high school 
field where both Don and Saint 
teams werk out. They have only 
regulation footballs to handle, and 
never touch a regular rugby ball, 
which is rounder than the Ameri- 
can football, until they meet an 
opponent that can afford such 
“luxuries.” They have no goal 
posts over which to practice kick- 
ing—and kicking a field goal is the 
chief way of scoring. 

In spite of all this, they have 
won their first’ two games, badly 
outplaying their opponents. In two 
games they have scored eleven 
points, while during the entire 
last season they scored only nine 
points, :
